AB  trustees  pass  retiree  increase,  affirm  CP 


DALLAS  (BP)  —  Trustees  of 
the  Annuity  Board  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention 
(SBC)  approved  a  5%  increase 
for  most  annuitants  cmd  adopt¬ 
ed  a  resolution  affirming  me 
the  SBC  Cooperative  Program 
(CP)  during  their  Nov.  6-7 
meeting  in  Dallas. 

The  mcrease  in  benefits  was 
approved  effective  Jan.  1,  2001, 
for  most  annuitants  receiving 
benefits  established  for  periods 
of  60  months  or  longer. 


The  increase  will  apply  to  cer¬ 
tain  annuities  funded  from 
defined  contribution  accumula¬ 
tions,  as  well  as  Plan  A  retired 
and  deferred  benefits.  Also 
receiving  the  increase  will  be 
perstms  eligible  for  International 
Mission  Board  past-service  ben¬ 
efits  (deferred  or  in  pay  status). 

Persons  still  employed,  who 
have  deferred  Plan  A  benefits, 
will  receive  the  increase  on 
Plan  A  when  they  annuitize 
that  portion  of  their  retirement 
program.  The 
5%  mcrease  will 
raise  the  Plan  A 
benefit  to  283% 
of  its  original 
formula  benefit. 

Trustees 
unanimously 
approved  the 
resolution  af¬ 
firming  the  Co¬ 
operative  Pro¬ 
gram,  Southern 
Baptists'  unified 
channel  for  sup¬ 
porting  national 
and  internation¬ 
al  missions  and 
ministries.

Explore  the  Bible 

Demonstrating  commitment 

Acts  14:1-26 


le  VanHom 


Today's  lesson  focuses  on 
the  commitment  necessary  to 
do  the  work  of  the  Lord  in  a 
hostile  environment. 

Continuihg  despite  opposi¬ 
tion  (14:1-3).  Luke  tells  us  tiiat 
Paul  and  Barnabas  went  to 
Icoiuum  after  dieir  e^mulsion 
from  the  region  of  Insidian 
Antioch  (13:51).  At  Iconium 
they  followed  their  usual  pat¬ 
tern  of  going  first  to  the  syna- 
go^e  to  bear  witness  of  ]^us 
to  me  Jews. 

Luke  reminds  us  that  a 
"great  number  of  Jews  and 
(jOTtiles  believed"  (14:1).  The 
(Gentiles  in  question  most  likely 
were  die  Greek  "Ciod-fearers’' 
who  had  converted  to  Judaism 
and  dius  were  in  attendance  at 
the  synago^e. 

After  mis  brief  notice  of  suc¬ 
cess,  Luke  reminds  us  once 
again  that  the  Gospel  never 


spread  without  oppo¬ 
sition.  Jews  who 
refused  to  believe  that  VanHom 
Jesus  of  Nazareth  was 
die  Messiah  promised  by  the 
prophets  took  proactive  steps 
to  oismpt  the  ministry  of  Paul 
and  Barnabas. 

The  intensity  of  the  opposi¬ 
tion  is  a  good  gage  of  die  effec¬ 
tiveness  of  that  ministry.  Hie 
unbelieving  Jews  embittered 
the  minds  of  the  Gentiles 
against  the  Christian  brothers. 

Did  they  quit?  No!  They 
were  committed  to  Jesus;  there¬ 
fore,  they  were  commided  to 
Jesus'  mission.  They  continued 
for  a  long  time  speaking  the 
word  boldly  to  them  even  in 
the  face  of  antagonistic  threats 
£md  bitter  opposition. 

Their  love  for  Jesus  was 

E;ater  than  their  fear  of  man's 
tied.  Hie  Lord  confirmed  the 
message  witii  "signs  and  won¬ 
ders." 


Continuing  despite 
rejection  (14:4-7).  The 
city  of  Iconium  was 
divided.  Some  people 
believed  and  followed 
die  apostles.  Others  dis¬ 
believed  and  followed 
the  Jews  (14:4). 

After  some  time  had 
passed  the  opposition 
,  jn  plotted  "to  mistreat  them 

cmd  stone  them."  The 
mistreatment  included  every¬ 
thing  from  insults  to  abuse.  The 
prospect  of  death  by  stoning 
Drought  Paul  to  the  threshold  of 
death  tiiat  he  once  approvindy 
watched  Stephen  cross  (7:57-fi)). 

Luke  does  not  teU  us  how 
Paul  and  Barnabas  discovered 
the  plot  against  them,  but  c»ily 
that  di^  tiled,  or  tocJc  refuge,  in 
die  cities  of  Lystra,  Deibe,  and 
the  surroundmg  region.  Once 
again,  God  useo  persecuticm  to 
promote  his  evangelistic  efforts 
and  the  spread  of  die  Ckispel  to 
new  cireas  (see  8:1-4;  11:19;  IS'.SO). 

Though  rejected  by  the 
masses  of  Iconium,  Paul  and 
Barnabas  did  not  quit.  They 
simply  sowed  their  precious 
seed  in  another  field.  Luke 
never  equates  their  flight  to  a 
lack  of  faith  or  to  weakness.  At 


any  rate,  God  continued  to  use 
his  committed  disciples. 

Continuing  despite  vio¬ 
lence  (14:19-22a).  Paul  healed  a 
Icime  man  in  Lystra  resulting  in 
the  local  populace  treating  him 
and  Barnabas  as  gods  (14:^13). 
The  aposdes  used  the  occasion 
to  turn  die  people's  adention 
toward  God  (l4:l4-18). 

Luke  returns  to  his  theme  of 
persistent  opipiosition  in  14:19. 
Jews  from  Antioch  and 
Iconium  persuaded  the  crowd 
against  me  aposdes.  No  men¬ 
tion  is  made  of  Bcunabas  at  this 
point  but  Paul  was  stoned 
(14:19),  pediaps  because  he  was 
the  chief  speaker  (14:12). 

Thinking  that  Paul  was 
dead,  a  testimony  to  the  severi¬ 
ty  of  the  stoning,  the  people 
dru^  him  outside  the  city.  The 
disaples  surrounded  Paul.  No 
description  of  their  behavior  is 
mven.  Perfiaps  they  were  fear- 
nil  and  yet  hopeful  as  they  sur¬ 
rounded  him  to  pray.  Luke 
casually  says,  "he  got  up  and 
went  back  into  the  aty"  (l4:20). 

Did  diis  act  of  violence  force 
the  aposdes  to  quit?  No!  Hiey 
went  on  to  Derbe,  preached  the 
good  news  and  won  many  peo¬ 
ple  to  Christ  (14:21). 


Undaimted  by  the  opposi¬ 
tion,  rejection,  and  violence  tiiey 
had  experienced  they  retraced 
their  steps  through  Lystra, 
Iconium,  and  Pisidian  Antioch, 
to  strengthen  and  to  encourage 
die  disaples.  They  committed 
themselves  to  die  task  of  helping 
new  believers  strengthen  their 
commitment  to  the  l^rd  (1422). 

Continuing  to  completion 
(1425-26).  Patil  and  Barnabas 
returned  to  preach  in  Peiga, 
where  this  portion  of  the  land 
journey  had  begun  (13:13-14). 
^ey  then  boarded  a  ship  at  the 
neaiby  seaport  of  Attalia. 

A  quick  perusal  of  a  map 
will  show  mat  they  took  the 
long  way  home,  choosing  to 
revisit  and  to  strengthen  the 
fledgling  churches  rather  than 
seek  personal  comfort  or  safety. 
They  never  quit.  They  saw  the 
job  through  to  the  very  end. 

Verse  26  concludes  widi  the 
word  "completed"  (NTV)  or 
"fulfilled"  (KJV).  Paul  and 
Barnabas  had  done  all  that  the 
Holy  Spirit  had  sent  them  out  to 
do.  We  too  should  be  commit¬ 
ted  to  the  task  of  world  evange¬ 
lism  until  the  job  is  dime!

Family  Bible  Study 

The  suffering  servant 

Isaiah  53

Before  you  read  this  column, 
please  take  a  moment  to  read 
Isaiah  53.  Even  if  you  have  read 
it  a  hundred  times  before, 
please  read  it  again.  Before  you 
read  it,  however,  ask  (3oa  to 
reveal  to  you  something  in  tiiis 
passage  that  you  have  never 
seen  or  tiiought  of  before. 

This  passage  is  a  prophetic 
message  concerning  jesus'  life 
and  death.  It  begins  by  telling 
us  that  "he  had  no  beauty  or 
majesty  to  attract  us  to  him" 
(Is.  53:2). 

I  believe  that  the  reason 
many  of  the  Jews  did  not  accept 
Jesus  as  their  king  is  because 
they  were  expecting  someone 
wifn  money  and  prestige.  They 
did  not  understand  that  Jesus' 
kingdom  was  not  of  this  world 
but  of  Heaven. 


I  have  heard 
celebrities  say  before 
that  the  only  bad  tiling  . 

about  being  rich  and  Cumberland 
famous  is  that  they 
never  know  if  their  fnends  like 
tiiem  for  who  they  really  are  or 
because  they  have  money. 

Think  alwut  it;  if  Ckid  sent 
Jesus  to  earth  with  money, 
power,  and  prestige  many  p^ 
pie  would  have  followed  nim 
strictly  because  he  was  "the  one 
to  know." 

By  coming  with  "nothing  in 
his  appearance"  (v.  2),  Jesus 
knew  mat  the  people  who  fol¬ 
lowed  him  cfid  so  because 
they  had  enough  faith  in  him 
to  believe  he  was  who  he  said 
he  was. 

Isaiah  53:5  should  touch  the 
heart  of  any  bom-again  believ¬ 
er.  Christ  went  through  horrific 
suffering  and  pain  so  that  we 


could  know  what  peace 
feels  like.  He  was 
wounded  so  that  we 
could  be  healed.  This 
healing  may  be  a  physi¬ 
cal  healing,  but  it  is  also 
an  emotional  and  spiri¬ 
tual  healing. 

Has  there  been  a 
.  ,  time  in  your  life  when 

land  were  so  wounded 

physically,  emotionally, 
or  spiritually  that  you 
thought  of  givmg  up?  Maybe 
you  are  gomg  through  that 
time  right  now. 

These  are  the  times  we  must 
remember  that  Christ  is  there  to 
give  us  comfort  and  hope  when 
it  seems  as  though  there  is  no 
hope.  It  is  by  his  wounds  that 
we  are  healed;  we  only  need  to 
•step  back  and  allow  God  to 
begin  healing  our  wounds. 

When  my  father  died  a  cou¬ 
ple  of  years  ago  I  was  wound¬ 
ed.  My  spirit  was  crushed.  I 
could  not  understand  why  God 
would  take  him  out  of  this 
world  so  soon. 

It  was  not  until  several 
rntmths  after  he  died  that  I  began 


^to  allow  God  to  heal  my  wounds. 
Once  dkxi  healed  my  wounds,  I 
began  to  feel  at  peace  again. 

^'He  was  oppressed  emd 
afflicted,  yet  he  aid  not  open  his 
mouth"  (v.  7).  Every  time  Herod 
or  Pilate  questioned  Jesus  he 
remained  silent  (Matt.  27:12-14; 
Mk.  14:60-61;  Lk.  23:8-9). 

When  the  people  were  hurl¬ 
ing  insults  at  him  £md  striking 
his  face,  he  did  not  retidiate.  He 
carried  the  burden  for  our  sins 
to  tile  cross  and  he  did  so  with¬ 
out  regret.  That  is  how  much 
Jesus  loves  us. 

The  last  part  of  verse  seven 
compares  Jesus  to  a  sheep  or  a 
Iamb.  This  is  an  important 
comparison  because  Israelites 
were  instructed  by  God  to  sac¬ 
rifice  shepp  in  order  to  atone 
for  their  sins. 

By  placing  their  sins  cm  the 
lamb  and  sacrificing  it,  they  were 
symbolically  letting  go  of  their 
sms.  That  is  what  Jesus  did  for  us. 
Gcxl  laid  the  sins  of  e  veiy  human 
being  on  Jesus  (v.  6b)  while  he 
was  cm  tile  cross.  When  Jesus 
died,  he  was  the  sacrifice  for 
every  person  from  that  point  cm. 


The  very  last  verse  of 
Chapter  53  sums  up  what  Jesus 
did  for  us.  "He  bore  the  sin  of 
many  and  made  intercession 
for  the  transgressors"  (v.  12). 

Intercession,  as  defined  by 
Water's  Ninffl  New  Collegiate 
Dictionary,  is  tiie  act  of  interven¬ 
ing  between  parties  witii  a  view 
to  reconcile  ctifiierences. 

Jesus  intercedes  on  our  (the 
transgressors')  behalf  to  recon¬ 
cile  sm  that  we  commit  against 
God.  Through  Jesus'  deam  we 
have  forgiveness  of  sin.  This 
does  not  mean  that  we  will 
never  have  to  pay  the  conse¬ 
quences  of  our  sm.  Jesus  did 
not  come  to  give  us  freedom  to 
sin,  but  freecfom  fixim  sin. 

If  sin  has  taken  ccmtrol  of  your 
life  and  it  seems  as  though  there 
is  no  hope,  remember  that  Christ 
died  so  th^  would  be  hope. 

Pray  that  God  will  forgive 
you  and  that  he  will  help  you 
turn  from  your  sin.  Then  and 
only  then  will  you  be  free 
from  sin.
